Carmen Salvatord,. 
Jr. Killed In Plane 
Crash Wednesday 


A tragic plane crash and fire in 
the southeastern outskirts of Pa- 
hokee took the life of Carmen Sal- 
vatore, Jr., 40, member of a well- 
known Pahokee pioneer family 
around 5:45 p. m., Wednesday. - 

Mr. Salvatore, who was associ- 
ated with Jack Phillips in the plane 
dusting business, was dusting sul- 
phur on Mrs. Antionette Vertom- 
men's field of beans and was ap- 
proaching the field from the east 
when the wing tip struck the el 
tric wires running parallel to thi 


pzct caused the plane to whirl 
around a couple of times before 
crashing, turning upside down and 
catching fire in the bean field some 
150 yards from the broken wires. 

Eddie Vertommen, who was at 
his home about a half mile south of 
the scene of the accident, was an 
eye witness of the crash. He sped 
to the scene and was trying to get 
Salvatore, who was still alive and 
conscious, out of the cockpit when 
the sulphur dust exploded, envel- 
oping the entire plane in flames. 

The Pahokee Fire Department's ^ 
equipment was called to the scene 
to put out the blaze but it was 
necessary to bring in an acetylene 
torch to cut away part of the cock- 
pit before the body could be re- 
moved, Electric power in Canal 
Point and parts of Pahokee was 
disrupted for 45 minutes. 

The scene of the accident was at 
the edge of the path of the devast- 
ating tornado that: struck south- 
east section of Pahokee last Octob- 
er, during which Phillips and Sal- 
vatore lost most of their planes, 


| which were tied,down at the Palm , 


Beach County Gaas Airport. A 
short time after the storm Mr. 
Salvatore had a narrow escape 
when he crash landed.as he was 
taking off with a load of dust at 
the airport and recap extensive 
burns on his arms and chest but 
was not seriously hurt at that time. 

Mr. Salvatore, a'native of Paho- 
kee, was one of the first babies 
born in this Community. He`was a 
veteran of World War II and a 
member of the American Legion, 
being quite active in Legion activi- 
t'es in this district. 

He is survived by his wife, Beat- 
, one son; Carmen, III, one 
daughter, Elaine, parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Carmen Salvatore, Sr., one 
brother, Milton Salvatore, all of 
Pahokee; three sisters, Mrs. Mary 
Paulette, Tampa, Mrs. Iris Hodges, 
Belle Glade, and Mrs. Lucille Her- 
ron, Fort Lauderdale.

The State Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program Development 
Group has now completed the pre-

opment of the Florida ACP pro- 
gram for 1960. Tentatively the 
group decided on the conservation 
practices and rates of cost-sharing 
expected to be included in the 
State's 1960 program and sent to 
Washington, Florida's recommen- 
dations for the national ACP, re-

Florida's ACP for next year will 
not be final until the national pro- 
gram has been developed and ap- 
proved in Washington by the Sec- 
tary of Agriculture, around early 
July.

(continuéd from page 1) 
hokee freeholders following pass- 
age by the Legislature: 

Opposition was also expressed 
against the proposed annexation 
because of the low elevatíon of the 
tract. It was-claimed that addi- 
tional drainage facilities necessary 
to make it habitable for home own- 
ers-would impose an extra burden 
on the city taxpayer. 

Those approving the proposed 
annexation ‘pointed out that all 
land within the city limits that 
could be used for housing develop- 
ment is. private-owned and. is 
“warm land", so valuable for wint- 
er vegetable farming that it is 
priced very high, making it prohib- 
itive for housing development with 
a low to moderate range price scale 
that would be attractive to poten- 
tial small home owners.. ' 

A special comimittee appointed 
by the Council was reported to 
have contacted all local land own- 
ers and was unable to. find any 


| tract suitable for housing develop- 
, ment. 

Acting as spokesman for the 
group opposing the proposed an- 
nexation were E. L. Pope, Duncan 
Padgett, I. W. Weeks and others. 
The Pahokee Junior Chamber - of 
Commerce recently passed a reso- 
lution supporting the proposed an- 
nexation. M. P. Stanley, Hueston 
Connell and other individuals also 
expressed their approval of it at 
the meeting. 

After hearing opinions, pro and 
con, the Council voted to attach a 
referendum vote clause to the an- 
nexation bill before sending it to 
the Legislature. 

The Council approved two other 
legislative bills drawn up by the 
city attorney, one. which would 
provide for a city manager fornt 
of government, this bill also carry- 
ing a referendum clause; and an- 
other which would allow the city to 
cffer a reward of not over $500 for 
the apprehension and conviction of 
persons guilty of prepetrating a
